Washington, March 10.—The 
treaty situation in a nutshell is 
this: 

If the pact fails. of final rati- 
fication, despite what the presi- 
dent might or might not have 
done with it, the responsibility 
is now placed directly at the 
door of the republican majority 
in the senate. It is positively 
known tonight that at the mo- 
ment when the proposed com- 
promise on article ten was with- 
‘drawn by the republicans, there- 
by yielding to the  irreconcil- 
ables, Senator Simmons, demo- 
crat, had pledged thirty demo- 
cratic votes for the compromise, 
which with the thirty-four re- 
publican senators who haye 
heretofore stood for compromise 
reservation, irrespective of the 
irreconcilables, would have -fur- 
nished the necessary sixty-four 
votes to assure ratification by a 
two-thirds vote of the senate 
roll. . 
This is the plain, unvarnished 
fact that must be the outstand- 
ing factor in the campaign if the 
covenant is forced into referen- 


dum.

Washington, March 10.—Efforts 
at compromise on article ten of the 
league of nations went by the board 
today when republican reservation- 
ists and irreconcilables discovered 
tHat democratic senators were 
launching a movement to eliminate 
the peace treaty and league as an 
issue in the campaign by ratifica- 
tion in some form if possible And if 
not in a fight before the democratic 
national convention in San Fran- 
ciscov | 

The growth of this sentiment de- 
veloped this afternoon when ten 
democratic senators, including Hoke 
Smith, of Georgia; J. C. W. Beck- 
ham, of Kentucky; Robert L. Owen, 
of Oklahoma; F. M. Simmons, of 
North Carolina, and J. O. Wolcott, 
of Delaware, met in Senator Owens’ 
office. 

Democrats who were known to 
have attended the conference 
clothed it in the greatest secrecy. 
The full list of those present was 
refused, but it was acknowledged 
that all of those present would not 
support the announced program of 
deserting the president. The inteh- 
tion of the conference was, it was 
said, to see what support could be 
obtained from among those who 
have heretofore been the staunchest 
supporters of the president. 

Claim 30 Democratic Votes. 

The more optimistic preponents 
of this latest democratic “revolt” 
said that they were insured the 
support of “more than thirty 
democratic senators.” Others at 
the conference said that the move- 
ment had not yet reached suf- 
ficient momentum to bring about 
ratification of the treaty, but that 
they felt convinced that a major- 
ity of the democrats would not 
stand by the president in his posi- 
tion that the treaty must not be 
ratified unless every “I is dotted 
and every “t” crossed just as it was 
when the president returned from 
Paris. 

The program of tifese democrats 
tonight was to seek every modifca- 
tion of the Lodge reservations that 
they could, but on the final vote for 
ratification to support the adoption 


of the treaty and the league _ in 
whatever shape it might be. Fail- 
ing in this and if the treaty once 
more fails to obtain the necessary 
two-thirds vote these democrats 
intend to carry to'the floor of the 
San Francisco convention their 
fight to prevent any plank from 
being inserted in the democratic 
platform which might, serve to 
make the treaty a party issue in 
the campaign. ¢

Not Deemed Advisablé to 
Utilize Remainder of Au- 
thorized Sum, Secretary 
of Treasury Announces.

Ten Billions Was Sum 
Authorized by Congress 
for Loans to Associates 
of United States in War. 


Washington, March 10.—An- 
nouncement by Secretary Houston 
that no further loans would be made 
to the allies was believed tonight 
to indicate the adoption by the 
treasury of the policy favored by 
the debtor nations of deferring iIn- 
terest payments for the next three 
years or more. 

Under authority granted by con- 
gress to extend $10,000,000,000 cred- 
its to the allied nations, the treas- 
ury has made loans amounting to 
$9,659,834,649. Secretary Houston 
said the remaind.-: of the credits 
authorized would not be granted as 
it was thought sufficient advances 
had been made. 

Discussing the question, treasury 
officials said that in view of the 
exchange sjtuation-and the unset- 
tled economic condition of the Eu- 
ropean nations during the recon- 
struction period, it would seem ad- 
visable to permit them to postpone 
interest payments for at least 
three years. Then it is believed, 
they will be in a position to meet 
their obligations, et eye 

With the interést*:on the loans 
computed at five cent, the total due 
the United States yearly is about 
$470,000,000, an anormous sum for 
the war weakened countries ‘to pay 
at present. If interest is funded 
into long term obligations, the in- 
terest on the payments thus defer- 
red will amount to only $23,000,- 
000 yearly, which can be paid and 
the credit of the debtor nations 
maintained. Treasury officials are 
working on recommendations to 
submit to congreys as to the course 
to be followed if deferred payments 
are permitted. It has been suggest- 
ed that the interest on the ixter- 
est be charged off but the proposal. 


has met with strong opposition in 
congress. 

America’s chief debtors are Great 
Britain with $4,277,000,000; France 
with $3,047,974,777 and Italy with 
$1,621,338,986. Belgium’s debt is 
$343,445,000 and Russia is charged 
with $187,729,750. Rumania. Serbia, 
Greece, Cuba, Czecho-Slovakia and 
Liberia are the other countries list- 
ed on the books of the treasury. 


‘Wilson’s Charge 


Unjust toFrance 
Asserts Tardieu 


Pledges Given France Not 
Yet Carried Out, He De- 
clares in Denying Impu- 
tation of Imperialism. 


Paris, March 10.—Anére Tardieu, 
who was a member of France’s dele- 
gation to the peace confeernce, said 
today regarding President Wilson’s 
letter to Senator Hitchcock: 

“French public opinion will be in 
accord with that ofthe government 
that the reproach of imperialism 
cannot appply to France. It is not 
upon the peace treaty that such a 
reproach can be based. The treaty 
was judged and defined by President 
Wilson himself, in solidarity with 
the heads of the other governments 
in the response addressed by them 
on June 16, 1919, to Count von 


Brockdorff Rantzau, head of the 
German peace eelgation. 

“That was a capital document,” 
said M. Tardieu, who recalled that 
it informed the Germans that the 
peace proposed was “fundamentally 
a peace of justice, and that it pro- 
vided a basis upon which the peo- 
ples of Europe could live together 
in friendship and equity.” M. Tar- 
dieu continued: 

“Neither is it on the present pol- 
icy of France that one can base 
the reproach of imperialism against 
her. ault is found with us, it ep- 
pears, for having more soldiers in 
our army than before the war. That 
is not qur fault. Our object is to 
diminish, by all possible means, our 
military burden. 

Propositions Rejected. - _ 

“But this is the situation: First, 
we are asked that part of the league 
of nations create an organized 
armed force as an essential cond!- 
tion of disarmament in the different 
countries. Our proposition was re- 
jected three different times. 

“Second. The United States prom- 
ised us its guarantee. In case of

Charleston W. V., March 10.—The 
West Virginia legislature ratified 
the federal suffrage amendment late 
this afternoon. Final action on the 
amendment was taken by the senate 
in adopting the ratification resolu- 
tion of the house of delegates by 
a vote of 15 to'14. ° 

The vote of Senator Jesse A. 
Bloch, of Wheeling, who made a 
hurried trip from California. to 
Charleston to vote on the amend- 
ment was effectual in breaking the 
deadlock betwen pro and anti-suf- | 
frage forces. Senators A. R. Mont- 
gomery was not permitted to. vote, 
his seat having been declared va- 
cant. 

The final vote on the Anthony 
amendment was taken at 6:15 
o'clock in the senate after. one of 
the most dramatic sessions ever 
witnessed in either house of the 
legislature. For several hours suf- 
frage leaders and their opponents 
fought in an effort to gain a def- 
inite advantage. Each step by 
either party was hotly contested— 
anti-suffrage forces determined to 
offset their opponent’s victories In 
keeping the legislature in session 
and the suffragists confident of 
gaining a majority to ratify, by the 
vote of Senator Bloch, who had 
rushed nearly across a continent for 
the occasion. 

Crowded galleries were kept in 
order with difficulty as each phase 
of the battle apparently swung in 
favor of one side or the other. At 
first, occupants ‘of the galleries 
‘took. more interest in the Wheeling 
senator, who was regarded as a 
considerable sensation by the West

GEORGE H. LONG 


CALLED BY DEATH 
AT MACON HOME 


Macon, Ga., March 10.—(Special.) 
—George H. Long, managing edi- 
tor of the Macon Telegraph, and 
one of the best known newspaper 
men in the southeast, died. tonight 
of pneumonia. 

Mr, Long, who had been ill with 
the rippe, developed pneumonia 
abi t two weeks ago. Before com- 
ing to Macon, eleven years ago, he 
had been associated with various 


newspapers in Canada and the east, 
among them The London (Ont.) 
Free Press and The Buffalo Cou- 
rier. 

Mr. Long, who was of Canadian 
birth, came here eleven years ago 
with the baseball team of the Buf- 
falo Internationa ‘League, be- 
ing at time a sport writer for 
a Bualo paper. He met Colo- 
nel Pendleton, then publisher 
of The Macon Telegraph, and when 
the Buffalo team went. back east 
Mr. Long remained in ‘Colonel Pen- 
dleton’s employ on The Telegraph. 

He was a member of the. Rotary 
and Idle Hour clubs here and was 
one of the most prominent men in 
this section-in the upbuilding of 
Macon and this section of the state. 
He was widely known all over 
Georgia and particularly in_ this 
section, and news of his death will 
come as a shock to his legion of 
friends. 

For the past several days Mr. 
Long’s condition had been griti- 
eal, death hovering constantl at 
the bedside. His physicians pt up 
a splendid fight for his recowry, 
using oxygen to keep up his hart 
action from Tuesday night ui} 
the time of his death. - 

At the time of his death, Mr.

Today afte rthe dinner hour, the 
freshmen and sophomore clasges, 
without permission, as required by 
the regulations, held a mass meet- 
ing on the athletic field and from 
there marched to the president’s of- 
fice. The students asked the presi- 
dent to appear before them and a 
spokesman for the two classes .de- 
manded that the two sophomores, 
who mthe discipline committee had 
dismissed, be immediately reinstat- 
ed, and that the freshman,.who had 
been given thre local pun{shriten te. 
be likewise immediately relieved of 
this punishment. 

The president stated to the cadets 
that there was a regular and proper 
procedure provided in the regula- 
tions, whereby any student who ha@ 
been punished by the discipline 
committee could appeal to the board 
of truste@s and that the cadets con- 
cerned could appeal for a rehear- 
ing by the discipline committee if 
they so desired, but that he would

It was pointed out that the in- 
eonvenience and loss, occasioned by 
the stoppage of street railway trans- 
portation, was a vital matter not 
only to the business men .of the city, 
But to housekeepers and mothers. 
Practically every school in Atlanta 
was yesterday shut down by reason 
of the strike, and housewives were 
prohibited in many cases from at- 
tending to their marketing duties. 

It was also shown how many cases 
of sickness were caused unnéceés- 
sarily suffering by reason of the dif- 
ficulty in getting to the city to visit 
the physician’s offices, and likewise 
delay in delivery of urgently needed 
medicines and other supplies. 

Most of the groceries in the city 
have only limited delivery facilities, 
many-none, and much 1088 was caus- 
ed among the large class of citizens 
who do not own automobiles and 
were thus unable to make their own 
purchases at the “carry away” 
stores. 

It is announced that arrangements 
will be made as early as possible 
for a central registration point 
where a copy of the resolutions will 
be placed for all those who are in- 
terested in the welfare of the-«city 
generally to sign.

Prospects for Cars Slim: 

All efforts have so far failed to 
open a prospect of early settlement 
of the abrupt cessation of Atlanta’s 
street car service which resulted 
at 8 o’clock Wednesday morning 
from the refusal of the union trol- 
ley employes to accept the fifteen 
per cent increase in wages granted 
them Tuesday afternoon by the ar- 
bitration board composed of Lu- 
ther Z. Rosser, arbiter for the 
Georgia Railway and Power com- 
pany, Madison Bell, arbiter for the 
street car employes, and Judge 
John D. Humphries, umpire. 

All day long the people of At& 
lanta walked or took taxicabs, if 
they had the price, putting as 
cheerful a view on the situation as 
the circumstances would allow. 
Not a car moved all day and there 
seems little prospect of any move- 
ment of cars Thursday. Both sides 
are playing a game of watchful 
waiting, the employes waiting to 
hear from their national officials; 
and the company waiting develop- 
ments, either on the part of the 
citizens or the municipal officials 
which might enable them to start 
up their.service again. 

In fact, the status quo seemed *9 
cause most 4Gissatisfaction to ol4 
Pater Familias who had to face a 
long walk home at the end of his 
daily toil with the prospect of hav- 
ing to get up an hour earlier in the 
morning to reach his office on time. 
True, some of the schools were 
closed, too, and Mater Familias 
could not get down town to do her 
shopping, but there were no tears 
in the eyes of the young Atlantan on 
that account, and mother could 
wait for another day. 

Citizens Seem Cheerful. 


There was no evidence of disor- 
der, as no effort was made to move 
the cars, and the citizens generally 
seemed to bear the universal in- 
convenience with patient . and 
cheerful optimism in the hope that 
a solution might soon be ‘found. 
Many merchants closed their stores 
earlier so as to give employes 
more time to get home. 

The disapproval of the men was 
expressed in a strike vote taken 
during an all-night session Tues- 
day night and Wednesday morning, 
and the result, which was said to 
have been unanimously in favor of 
a walkout caused the motormen 
and conductors of earl morning 
schedules to leave cars in the 
barns. 

Walking out with the 1,140. or 
more motormen and conductors 
were the roadway and maintenance 
of way men, bringing the _ total 
number of strikers up to approx- 
imately 1,200 men. This caused a 
complete paralysis of the service, 
and as no efforts were made by the 
company to operate the cars with 
non-union men, not a street car 
wheel turned in the city after 3 
o’clock Wednesday morning.

unprovoked attack, us weN_by the 
treaty of Versailles as:by the spe- 
cial treaty between them and us, 
and neither of those treaties is rat- 
ified. 

“Third—The treaty of Versailles 
imposed upon the allied and asso- 
ciated powers a certain number of 
common military duties—occupation 
of the left bank of the Rhine, 
Schleswig, Danzig, Memel, Allen- 
stein, Marienwerder, Upper Silesia 
and Teschen. Excepting a few thou- 
sand Americans on the Rhine, it is 
French troops which everywhere 
bear that charge alone, or nearly 
alone. The treaty was to be exe- 
cuted by several. We are executing 
it nearly alone. 

United States Disappeared. 


“Fourth—The negotiations in 
Paris had in view participation by 
all the allied and associated powers 
in the occupation of mandated ter- 
ritories. Here, again, the United 
States disappeared, and to protect 
the populations against massacres 
in Constantinople, . Anatolia, Ar- 
menia and Cilicia, it was again 
Fwance that was called upon. 

“Therefore, I repeat, it is unjust 
to accuse us of imperialism. No 
one in France protests against the 
continual increase of the American 
navy. Our army, like the American 
navy, is what circumstance require 
it to be and it is not France that 
created those cé#rcumstances. It is 
the debate going on for months in 
the United States over ratification 
of the peace treaty that created 
them. Every one knows my respect 
for President Wilson, but I think 
that in his last letter to Senator 
Hitchcock he has been unjust to 
France.”

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TOLD OF CHURCHES 


By Judge Anderton, Rural 
Survey Supervisor for 
Georgia, in Behalf Inter- 
church World Movement 


At the opening day’s session of 
the Georgia pastors and women’s 
conferences in the Interchurch 
World Movement, which began in 
Atlanta Wednesday at the Centra! 
Congregational church and the 
BWiedmont _ hotel assembly hall, 
Judge H. L. Anderton, rural survey 
suuervisor for Georgia, told the del- 
egates present some startling facts 
concerning the churches in this 
state. f 

Judge Anderton, who spoke to the 
women’s conference in» the after- 
noon and the patsors at night, de- 
clared that in a total population of 
110,000, distributed over eight typi- 
cal Georgia counties, there are 313 
churches, or one for every 352 in- 
habitants. Each person averages 
the payment of 57 cents per year, 
Ooratiny fraction more thanl cent a 
week, forthe support of the preach- 
er; 10 cents a year for home mis-

sions, and 8 cents for foreign mis- 
sions. This is a total of 75 cents 
a year per capita for church supe 
port. ; 

Only one person in four is @ nom- 
inal church member, and but one 
in 8ix is active in church work. One 
person in eight is enrolled in some 
Sunday school, and one in ten at- 
tends regularly. Two of cvery three 
Sunday school members live on 
farms. For every child between 6 
and 18 years of age in Sunday 
school, there are three others that 
never go. For each Young person 
belonging to a young people’s re- 
ligious organization, there are fif- 
teen others that do not belong. 

With a school enrollment in these 
eight counties of 17,275, only 8,976 
under 21 years of age are members 
of churches. 

Poorly-Paid Pastors. 

There are approximately two pas- 
tors to every five churches. These 
pastors. receive total salaries aver- 
aging $500 per year. Individual 
churches pay an average of about 
$200 per year on the pastor’s sal- 
ary. Fully one-half the pastors 
must engage in other occupations to 
earn a living. 

Only one-half of the churches 
have any kind of’* budget system. 
Eleven per cent use weckly envel- 
opes. Most of them depend on 
quarterly or annual payments. All, 


however, meet their obligations, 
some having little to meet in kecp- 
ing with the little funds they have 
with which to meet them. 

Multiplying the foregoing figures 
by 20, will give an approximate es- 
timate of the status of the churches 
in Georgia as a Whole. These fig- 
ures are the results of the tabula- 
tion of the first eight counties re- 
corded in the rural survey of Geor- 
gia now being made.by the Inter- 
church World Movement. 

 ourveys have been completed in 
32 counties. They are in progress 
in 99 Others. The remaining 24 of 
the 155 counties in the state are 
as yet unassigned. 

In Home Mission Field. 


Other statistics just as striking on 
other rural conditions were present- 
ed by Judge Anderson. His address 
followed that of Dr. Edmund de S. 
Brunner, of New York, director of 
the Interchurch Rural Survey de- 
partment, who pointed out the 
great opportunities awaiting the 
churches of America inthe home 
mission field. 

Dr. Plato Durham, of the faculty 
of Emory university, Atlanta, made 
a Stirring appeal for a greater man- 
ifestation of the Christian spirit in 
the relations between the white and 
negro races in the south. 

While Judge Anderton, Dr. Brun- 
ner and Dr. Durham were delivering 
their home mission and rural sur- 
vey addresses before one conference 
a staff of foreign missionary speak- 
ers was presenting just as _ in- 
teresting facts on. foreign mission 
fields to the other conerence, ap- 
pearing befog@ one in the afternoon 
and one at night. 


Foreighm Mission Needs. 


_ The Rev. J. S. Seneker, of New 
York, gave an illustrated presenta- 
tion of foreign mission needs in the 
world as a whole, dealing specifical- 
ly with Africa, India, Latin 
America and the Orient, country by 
country. He quoted facts and 
figures as developed by the foreign 
survey of the Interchurch move- 
ment. 

The Rev. Charles A. Logan, now 
residing at Decatur, Ga., on fur- 
lough from Japan, gave an insight 
into the political and religious con- 
ditions in that country. The foreign 
presentation was concluded with an 
address on the new republic of 
China hy the Rev. R. J. McMullen, 
for nine years @ missionary of the 
Southern Presbyterian church in 
thaz country. 

The purpose of the conferences 
were briefly stated at-.the open- 
ing Wednesday afternoon by Dr. 
Chas. H. Pratt, one of the -organ- 
izers of the Interchurch World 
movement, who heads up the team 
of speakers, and who is presiding 
over the pastors’ conference. Dr. 
Pratt formerly was a Richmond, 
Va., pastor and latef foreign mis- 
sionary secretary of the Southern 
Presbyterian church. Mrs. W. © 
Winsborough, president of the 
woman's auxgiliary of the Southern 
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women's con- 


ference. 


On Thursday there will be ad- 


dresses by Dr. James I. Vance, of 
Nashyille, on the significance 


of 
the Interchurch World Movement, 
and by Dr. William Hiram Foulkes, 
head of the Presbyterian New Era 
Movement, dealing with the four 
departments of service embraced-in 
the movement. They will appear 
before the women’s conference iv 
the morning and the pastors’ meet- 
ing in the afternoon. There will be 
other addresses Thursday on re- 
ligious education, hospitals and 
homes, literature, industrial rela- 
tions, ministerial relief, American 
education, etc., covering practically 
every phase of religious activity 
and cooperation.

SHIPPING OF ‘REDS 


Deplores Reaction Which 
Has Set in Against Anti- 
Sedition Legislation--He 
Compares Capital ‘and 
Labor. i

Richmond, Va., March 10.—The 


*' government’s methods of dealing 


| with radicalism in the United 
States, including the deportation 
'of alien reds,°-came in fo ra vigor- 


fous defense tonight at the hands 
| of A. Mitchell Palmer, attorney gen- 


eral. Speaking to members of the 
Richmond Chamber of Commerce, 
Mr. Palmer, in deploring the re- 
action which has set in against anti- 
sedition legislation, asserted it was 
easy to draw a line beyond which 
aman cannot go and still be enti- 
tled “‘to protection under the Amer- 
ican guaranty of free speech.” 

“It seems to me,” said the attor- 
ney general, “that if a man stands 
on Pennsylvania avenue itn Wash- 
ington and says, ‘I believe that the 
government of the United States is 
wrong. 
be abolished and a commission form 
of government substituted for it, 
and I propose to persuade my fel- 
low citizens to put that plan into 
effect,’ the man is strictly within 
his rights. 

Overstepping Line. 

“On the other hand, if he says: 
I believe that congress ought to 
be abolished and I propose to do it 
by taking this bomb in my hand 
down to the capitol and setting it 
under the house of representatives 
and blowing the congressmen to 
high heaven,’ then he has stepped 
over the dead line. . 

“He may express his opinions as 
freely as he will, but when he 
proposes to put them into effect 
by the use of physical force and 
violence he has fyeached a point 
where he should receive no protet- 
tion under the law.” 

Mr. Palmer recalled that last 
Summer, when the country was 
ringing with stories of violence and 
crimes on the part of the anarch- 
ists, the departmént of justice “was 
shouted at from every street cor- 
ner” to punish the offenders and 
deport the aliens. 

“But the pendulum of public 
opinion,” continued Mr. Palmer, 
“swings in the United States as it 
does in ofher countries. The mo- 


ment we asked congress to pass a 
law which would make it a crime 


to threaten or attempt actually to 
commit an act of physical violence 
with intent to injure or destroy the 
government of the United States, 
the situation changed. Out of the 
very security which a rigid enforce- 
ment of the law brought to Amer- 


ican citizens, a great many very 
splendid and patriotic people im- 
mediately rose and said, ‘Why all 
this drastic action? Why d@port 
these poor people?’ 

“A great deal of pressure has 
been brought to bear upon congress 
to prevent the passage of anti- 
sedition legislation and upon the 
department of justice to ease down 
upon its prosecutions of these crim- 
inal anarchists.” 

Capital and Labor. 

In closing, the attorney general 
called attention to the reyersal of 
the position of capital an®@™iabor in 
the past thirty years. Thirty years 
ago, Mr. Palmer said, capital was 
arrogant and labor asked only an 
impartial hearing. 

“But I found myself, in the fall of 
1919, in the interesting position of 
compelling labor, by the use of the 
injunctive process in the courts, to 
give capital a hearing—labor had 
become so strong in the meantime 
that she denied the right of capital 
to have the dispute adjusted by an 
impartial tribunal. Every interest 
in’ America -is entitled to a hearing 
and entitled to a settlement of its 
troubles by an impartial- tribunal, 
honestly selected. That is all that 
it was sought to do in the coal 
strike case. 

“Thirty years ago, capital used its 
great power and all the force in its 
possession to accomplish its purposéd 
by exploiting the people. We shall 
not permit now any other interest 
to use its power to injure the peo- 
ple, much less destroy their lives 
and happiness—both must submit to 
the supremacy of the law. And yet 
the coal strike presented this situa- 
tion: 500,000 men in a desire to get 
better conditions for themselves— 
entirely justified and proper—pro- 
posed to.take that action which 
would have paralyzed the nation and 
brought hunger and famine, death 
and destruction, to the great cities, 
to the people of America;. they 
would have kept the milk from the 
babies in every city in the United 
States. I deny the right of any in- 
terest in any part of the country to 
do that which will cause widespread 
suffering and death to Americans 
generally. pe 

“This republic cannot live if it 
does not have the power of self- 
defense, and if it cannot, in the 
exercise of its great power of self- 
protection, use every power that it 
may desire which is lawful to save 
itself and the lives of the people 
who it was built to serve. And I 
say Nhat as a radical friend of la- 
bor. A'l my political life I have 
been fighting for labor. Tf was a 
strike leader once. I have fought 
the battles of the coal miners in my 
state and of the steel workers in 
Bethlehem, and I shall continue to 
fight their battle, but I shall con- 
tinue to insist that the battles 
shall be fought according to the 
rules of. the American game.”

Realizing that change of rates 
must initiate with she commission 
Cotterel said the shippers of the 
south desired that the commission 
use its infiuence with the railroad:

Parties. 

Uniformity of freight rates is 
wanted in the south, he said, equali- 
zation of interstate rates and re- 
moval of the inequalities between 
State and interstate rates.

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CAILLAUX PERTURBED 


BY DAYS TESTINONY 


| Shows Signs of Weakening 


From Strain of Proceed- 
ings, But Recovers. 


Paris, March 10.—Only two wit- | 


nesses were heard today at the trial 
of former Premier Joseph Caillaux 
before the senate as a high court on 
the charge of intriguing to promote 
a dishonorable and premature peace 
with Germany. They were Charles 
Roux, counsellor of the French em- 


bassy at Rome, and Commandant 
Noblemaire, former military attache 
at the same embassy. . 

Their testimony as to the activi- 
ties of the accused.in Italy in 1916 
was of such a character that the 
ex-premier appeared considerably 
perturbed at several points, and to- 
ward the end of the day he gave 
signs of weakening from the strain 
of the proceedings. He recovered his 
poise ultimately, however, and fin- 
ished the day in apparently good 
spirits. 

M. Roux swore that Cailldux’s re- 
lations in Italy were confined to 
pacifists, the former premier asso- 
ciating exclusively with men at 
present under indictment on the 
charge of having had intelligence 
with the enemy. The witness added 
that Caillaux was not a victim of 
imprudence, but had chosen his sus- 
pected companions advisedly, which 
was the reason the embassy had not 
warned him as it had done in the 
ease of the Deputy Lebauca, a few 
months before when Leboucq was 
frequenting the same company. M. 
Caillaux laid emphasis on the fail- 
ure of the embassv to warn him, 
and said if he had been forewarned 
he would have ceased his relations 
with the pacifists immediately. 

The testimony of M. Roux and M. 
Noblemaire followed Caillaux’s 
every sten in Italy. A severe cross- 
examination by M. Moro-Giafferi, of 
the accused’s counsel, and by Cail- 
laux himself was unable to shake 
their evidence. This evidence was 
for the purpose of establishing that 
in 1916 Caillaux was prenared to 
discuss the peace proposals of Dr. 
von Bethmann-Hollweg. former im- 
perial chancellor, and all other 
peace notes issued around Christ- 
mas of that vear, especially that of 
President Wilson, which the wit- 
nesses declared Caillaux argued 
should be replied to by acauliescence 
in a willingness to talk peace with 
Jermany.

THE STREET CAR STRIKE. 


Atlanta’s street car system is de- 
moralized, the public inconven- 
fenced to a degree that in some in- 
Stances amounts to real hardship, 
all because of the failure of em- 
ployer and employee to agree as 
to the matter of wages. 

It is not so much tht the com- 
pany refuses to pay the wages de- 
manded by the men, for the nego- 
tiations had passed that ‘stage be- 
fore the strike was called; but it is 
due to the refusal of the men to 
abide by the decision of the tribu- 


nal to which both sides of the con- 
troveM@¥ had agreed to submit their 
case. 

Here was a contest*® in which 
everything but the question of com- 
pensation had been settled between 
the parties primarily at interest. 
The men and the street car com- 
pany had got together and agreed 
voluntarily and with mutual satis- 
faction upon every detail of the 
proposed new contract, except that 
of wages; and both sides agreed to 
arbitrate that. 

The man selected as arbiter was 
chosen by both sides, after being 
proposed by the employees. Judge 
Humphries is recognized by every- 
body as being an absolutely hon- 
est, upright and fearless man. 

As soon as the arbitration board's 
award was announced, granting the 
street car workers an increase in 
their pay, it vas promptly rejected 
and the strike was ordered because 
the award was regarded as inade- 
quate by the employees. 

This places the strikers in a po- 
sition which, we believe, the men 
themselves, after mature reflection, 
will agree they cannot justify 

The principle of arbitration is at 
the very base of the orderly settle- 
ment of all contentions cf this kind, 
and is So recognized the world over 
by labor itself. And if there ever 
was such a thing as real arbitration, 
this was an instance of it. 


-Arbitration amounts to nothing | 


but a waste of time and energy if 
either side of a controversy sub- 


“mitted to it takes the position that 


it can treat as a mere “scrap of 
paper” the findings of a fairly con- 
stituted arbitration board. 

Let us hope that the street car 
men will view the matter in this 
light, and, abiding by an arbitration 
of their own making, that they will 
return to work. 

Already two months of the period 
affected by the arbitration award 
have passed, for the new contract 
was to run from January to Janu- 
ary, leaving the proposed agree- 
ment to be binding only for the re- 
mainder of the current year. 

The protesting carmen 
acted with undue haste.

The navy carried or escorted 
those thousands of men over two 
thousand miles of submarine-in- 
fested sea, and brought them home 
again, in good order—without a pre- 
ventable mishap! Which was a 
feat unparalleled in marine history. 

What a remarkable thing it is, 
then, with the whole world singing 
the praises of the American navy, 
that it should remain for Admiral 
Sims, actuated by motives of petty 
personal spite against his chief, to 
attempt to blacken a record which, 
up to the time of his mud-throwing, 
had been practically immaculate! 

The navy can stand-it; Secretary 
Daniels can stand it. 

Their record is made—and there 
has never been a brighter or a 
cleaner record made by the navy of 
any nation in the history of the 
world! 

But Admiral Sims himself cannot 
endure the position, not in which 
he has been placed, but in which 
he has. placed himself, and for 
which he alone is responsible.

Seen and Heard In Washington 


Tremendous Decrease in Naval Stores Sucks Conagalagal 
for Federal Forest Fire. Protection — Stations in South 
to Study Forestry Problems — Tick Eradication in Sight.

Washington, March 10.—(Special].) 
For this reading let’s get away 
from politics and discuss briefly a 
few “important industrial matters. 
For instance, before me is a report 
from the bureau of chemistry, Unit- 
ed States department of agriculture, 
showing the stocks of naval stores 
on hand in the Ugited States. The 
southeastern stat@ produce the 
bulk of the naval stores produced 
in America. Savannah is perhaps 
the largest naval stores market. 
Brunswick, Fernandina and Jack- 
sonville are local pots on the south 
Atlantic, and around on the gulf 
coast Pensacola, Mobile, Gulfport 
and ‘New Orleans always busy 
ucts. I Know something about na- 
val stores. I used to be secretary 
of the Turpentine Operators’ as- 
sociation. I know that the indus- 
try has for years been something 
of a general trade barometer in 
some sections of the pine belt. As 
the operators succeeded the banks 
and the business houses succeeded, 
and so on. 

Never before to my knowledge 
have I seen stocks so low at the 
close of the fiscal yéar. The naval 
stores year runs from April 1 to 
March 31, and it looks that the 
stocks on hand this year may show 
a decided increase since the survey 
of March 31, 1919. The report be- 
fore me is a governmental survey 
up to and including February 2, 
1920.

AN ESSENTIAL MOVE 

While on this line of thought let 
me suggest that ‘protection of 
southern forests and cut-over lands 
from fire and reforestation in the 
south will be materially assisted if 
congress acts favorably upon_pro- 
jects to increase the sum available 
for co-operative forest fire protec-

the protection and deveiopment of 
their forest resources. As matters 
now stand, the cut proposed in the 
appropriation fom co-opeiative for- 
est fighting would directly affect 
twenty-four states, inciuding Mary- 
land, Virginia, West Virginia, North 
Carolina, Kentucky, Louisiana and 
Texas, which share in the distribu- 
tion of the $100,000 funu h»retofore 
appropriated annually by congress 
for co- operative forest lire preven- | 
tion work with athe state.:.

It is proposed 
that the Asheville station should 


devote its efforts to matters related 


to the hardwood forests and hard- 
wood supply of the country, which 
are centered in the southern Appa- 
lachian region where the federal 
government has.bought large areas 
of lands for forestry purposes un- 
der the Weeks law. 

The proposed Florida experiment 
station, if authorized, would be lo- 
cated in the yellow pine country, 
the Florida national forest being se- 
lected because the government has 
large holdings in pine timber in that 
reservation. This is practically the 
center of the great naval stores in- 
dustry of the United States, which, 
together with the southern pine 
lumber industry to which it is re- 
lated, would be the subject of the 
proposed experiment station's work. 

The proposed southern forest ex- 
periment’ stations, according to 
tentative plans suggested by advo- 
cates of the/development of for- 
ests and cut-over lands in the 
southern states, would study and 
report on such subjects as best uses 
of cut-over lands, reforestation of 
such of them as are best suited for 
that purpose, how to grow and han- 
dle timber crops, perpetuation and 
development of.the naval stores in- 
dustry, fire prevention and protec- 
tion, prevention of decay and land 
erosion, effect of forests upon 
stream flow, water supply, naviga- 
tion, ete.; encouragement of forest 
utilization, forest industries and 
wood using industries and s0 On. 

Some idea of the interests in- 
volved and the benefits that might 
be derived from the inauguration 
of such a program by the federal 
government may be obtained from 
the fact that official figures show 
that the forest products industries 
of the south employ more than 425,- 
000 people; that there are about 17,- 
000 separate establishments in these 
industries with an invested capital 
of $600,000,000 and annual products 
valued at $290,000,000. Forest prod- 
ucts exported annually from south- 
ern ports amount to over $30,000,- 
000, or one-third of the entire coun- 
try’s foreign trade in forest prod- 
ucts. These figures take no account 
of the interest in forest experiment 
work that naturally is manifested 
by farmers, landowners and others 
concerned in utilizing and develop- 
ing the cut-over lands of the south. 

Besides forest experiment stations 
in the Appalachians and Florida na- 
tional forest a suggestion comes 
from eastern North Carolina that a 
forest experiment station should be 
also established in the coastal plain 
area. It is asserted that millions of 
acres of cut-over lands in that re- 
gion can be reforested and _ still 
leave many millions of acres for 
agricultural development and live 
steck raising. There is a big future 
in slash pine which grows up wild 
on the cut-over lands of the coastal 
plain for timber and_ turpentime 
production without interfering 
with grazing. and certain other 
u8es, according to forestry authori- 
ties of the government.

Cattle will be sent through the 
dipping vats as early in the season 
as the weather and. their condition 
will permit. Reports from field 
workers say that cattle which went 
into the winter tick-free are show- 
ing up this spring in much better 
condition than the animals which 


‘were subject to continued attacks 


of the parasites. Cattle in poor 
condition may be kept from the vats 
until they have a chance at spring 
forage, but wherever possible early 
dipping will be practiced to kill 
the ticks before they have a chance 
to multiply by thousands or mil- 
lions. 

Despite bad weather dipping was 
not discontinued during the winter 
in localities where the operation 
would not harm the cattle. There 
were more than 300,000 dippings in 
January, and probably a greater 
number in February. The winter 
work, with early dipping in March, 
will give the tick eradicators a fly- 
ing start that is: expected to be a 
big help in making this year a big 
one. 

According to the latest report 
32,756 dipping vats—‘“canals to 
prosperity”—are ready for use this 
spring. They are divided among 
the states as follows: 

Alabama, 8,008; Arkansas, 
Florida, 1,516; Georgia, 2,984; 
isiana, 4,632; Mississippi, 4,294; 
North Carolina, 480; Oklahoma, I,-

We contend, as will the overwhelm- 
ing majority of cotton farmers, that supply 
and demand and not Mr. McFadden or Mr. 
Howard should fix the differences -of 
price that exist between grades of cotton. 
Mr. Howard states in his card that the price 
of cotton was not lowered by the unlawful 
meeting of February 28. Why _ should he 
seek to deceive the people? The naked 
truth is that the price of low middling cot- 
ton and other grades und middling was 
2 cents a pound lower just ‘after, and as a 
resnit of the meeting, than it was just be- 
fore. Mr. Howard will have full oppor- 
tunity to tell the public all he knows about 
the workings of the cotton manipulators 
when the case comes to trial. 

‘Printed cards were sent from the meet- 
ing of February 28 to all cotton buyers in- 
forming them of the arbitrary reduction of 
2 cents a pound.

Many years ago, in the quiet resi- 
dential district of Philadeiphia, Pa., 
a little gentlewoman opened a 
cooking school. This school in the 
early 58'000's became the fashion. 
Dainty debutantes, the elegant ma- 


dams and the maiden aunt worked}. 


side by side in this first cookine 
school, and ah! but the delectable 
dishes that were concocted within 
the shadow of our Cradle of Lib- 
erty! This school was on South 
Sixth street just below Indepen- 
dence Square. 

Among the famous dishes were 
pepper pot, spiced shad, shad roast- 
ed on a board (now called planked 
shad), potted shad, spiced 
lemon cheesecake, florendines 
quince pudding. 

The modern housewife must keep 
in mind the fact that the housewife 
of the early 1800’s had many diffi- 
culties to contend with and that 
while no attempt was made.to teach 
domestic science as it is taught to- 
day, the correct combinations of ma- 
terials Were so very essential for 
success in the day when there was 
no dependable method and recipes. 

Good or indifferently milled flour, 
the grade and quality dependin 
entirely upon the honesty of the 
miller—saleratus, honey, water, 
yeast and yeast powders (baking 
powder) were the means used to 
secure light-doughs. Coal and wood 
were used to secure the heat to ac- 
complish the cooking. 

Butter for shortening was rea- 
sonably priced, usually two pounds 
for twenty-five cents — almost 
everybody who liverd nicely owned 
their cows and chickens, hence the 
cream and butter and eggs were 
plentiful and usually ten cents a 
dozen in summer and fifteen to 
eighteen, cents in the winter time. 
The use of eggs for making the mix- 
ture light was the rule, rather than 
to depend upon the so-called leaven- 
ing agents. 

Today science has given us &a& 
perfect product in our leavening 
agents, namely, yeast and bakin’ 
powder. This eliminates the ex- 
pensive egg. While science has 
steadily progressed with worth- 
while methods of giving us a de- 
pendable leavening agent, chemists 
have disapproved of the using of 
butter for,shortening because of 
its low-count burning qualities and 
the chemical reaction that is surely 
taking place in the stomach of folks 
who eat foods cooked with butter. 
These chemists have given us many 
valuable fats that can be absolute- 
ly depended uron to give splendid

at an early hour this morning at 
his Green street home. He was 
stricken with paralysis at Miam}, 
Fla., some weeks ago while there 
to spend a portion of the winter and 
he gradually sank until death came 
quietly. 

Colonel Dunlap served as United 
States commissioner for a few years 
in the 80’s, and on July 1, 1893, he 
was appointed by President Grover 
Cleveland as United States marshal 


for the northern district of Georgia, 
which position he held with dis- 
tinction for four years. He always 
took an active part in civic affairs 
of his home city, county and State. 
He was twice elected mayor of 


| Gainesville and was instrumental in 


furthering the growth afNi interests 
of the city in many ways. 

at the conclusion of his term as 
United States marshal, Colonel Dun- 
lap was appointed receiver for the 
old Gainesville, Jefferson and South- 
ern railroad, now the Gainesville 
Midland, which he operated with 
much success ‘for five years. In 
1902 the Georgia, i. oe ew, As oe 
P,, and A. C. L. railroads organized 
the bureau of industries and im- 
migration, with head offices in At- 
lanta, for the purpohe of the de- 
velopment of their properties and 
the country and towns along and 
continguous to their respective lines. 
Colonel Dunlap was chosen commis- 
sioner of this bureau, and served as 
its official head for a period of 
about five years until the bureau 
was dissolved, it having accomplish- 
ed the purposes for which it was 
created. In 1905 Colonel Dunlap or- 
ganized the Gainesville. National 
bank, of which institution he was 
chosen president.

American “Inconsistency 


Big Puzzle to Europe 


By Carl W. Ackerman.

Tondon, March-9.—At a meeting 
of the league of nations counci! 
scheduled for April in Rome, I 
am informed the question of, inter- 


national disarmaments will be dis-:

will tackle two of the most impor- 
tant international questions now 
before the powers. 

If evidence is needed that the 
league is alive. and active despite 


America’s indecision, there st. oe; 
ca wholly to defeat the league’s 


possibilities, for, despite Ameri- 
but in this final article on.my tour 
and observations in Europe Ishall 
report what influence the senate’s 
action has had upon European 
opinion and what America can still 
do to make the league and world 
peace successful and possible, For 
more than a month I have been re- 
visiting Europe, have been listen- 
ing to views from all parts of the 
continent, have been observing 
conditions, spadying politics and 
following the press of all these 
countries. My chief conclusion is 
now the conviction that the United 
States today has it still within its 
power to minimize the possibilities 
of another world war. With the 
league of nations functioning there 


may still be wars. Without the 
league wars are certain, and fur- 
thermore it is certain America will 
be involved. 

Through the tremendous poten- 
tial power and moral influence of 
the United States the league will 
succeed. Witheut America the 
league may succeed. Everything 
depends upon two words, “will” and 
“may.” That the United States can- 
not prevent the league from mak- 
ing some progress and exerting 
some influence in the parliaments 
and among the belligerent states- 
men Of Europe is obvious. It does 
not seem possible now for Ameri- 
ca Wholly to defeat the league's 
possibilities, for despite Ameri- 
ca’s indecision and the opposition 
of the United States senate and re- 
actionary European statesmen, de- 
spite the present world reaction 
against any form of international 
co-operation, the league of na- 
tions is today hard at work plan- 
ning and preparing for its future 
responsibilities. 


31 Nations Join League. 

Thirty-one nations, counting the 
British empire as one, have offi- 
cially joined the league. Within a 
short time Sweden, Norway, 
Switzerland, Denmark and Holland 
will increase the number to thirty- 
six. With the exception of the 
United States and a very few Cen- 


tral American countries, Russia 
and former central European 
States, every other nation in the 
world has both confidence and 
hope in the league. Before report- 
ing on the status of the league to- 
day and the attitude of the public 
and the governments toward that 
body I wish to emphasize one point: 
While America’s stubborn refusal 
to join the league 
it, still the 
to its credit the following accom- 
plishments: The senate’s antago- 
nism has aroused and strengthen- 
ed all reactionary European dis- 
like of any organization which 
seeks to change the existing or- 
der. 

Two, it has given immeasurable 
prestige and influence to all the 
forces of militarism in every Euro- 
pean country. 

Three, it has given all those who 
believe in* secret diplomacy time 
to entrench themselves in all gov- 
ernments, so as that the task of 
bringing about changes yin diplo- 
matic methods is now onfronted 
with seemingly insurmountable ob- 
stacles., 

Four, as a result of the senate’s 
delay as much perhaps as of Mr. 
Wilson’s refusal to compromise, 
world-wide sentiment in favor of 
the league and an _ international 
desire for some peace organiza- 
tion has become solid. After the 
peace treaty was signed it would 
have been a comparatively easy 
task to start the world on new 
road of diplomacy, but that 
task will be staggering. 

Five, America’s hesitancv 
caused the great majority of peo- 
ple in Europe to lose faith and 
confidence in the United States. 


Possibilities of Success, 


Considering conditions as they 
exist today, what are the possibili- 
ties of the league succeeding? 

I can-answer that best by first 
describing the league’s organiza- 
tion here and giving something of 
the league’s plans for the future. 

The “temporary provisional 
headquarters” of the league today 
are in London. In Curzon street 
there is a large mansion named 
Sunderland house which is the 
league’s chief office. Not far away 
at 117 Piccadily is another less 
pretentious edifice where the 
“overflow” business is handled. In 
Sunderland house Sir Eric Drum- 
mond, secretary general and the 
chiefs of the leading bureaus have 
their offices. From these two 
houses the league today carries on 
its business rather modestly and 
quietly because the league council! 
has not, yet approved its appoint- 
ments. 

In contrast to the usual officeg in 
European capitals, these buildings 
are not protected either by sentries 
or policemen. There does not seem 
to be much activity and still- most 
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a suit 


of the officials are either always 
engaged or are on the continent. 
The league seems to have inherited 
something of the European atmos- 
phere of formality and aloofness, 
because despite letters of intro- 
duction strangers are permitted to 
experience indefinite delays. But 
when a visitor is once inside the 
building it is explained that these 
are only temporary offices, that 
the league is moving and planning 
cautiously, but that eventually, 
when America has decided what it 
intends to do, the league may move 
to its real international headquar- 
ters in Geneva. 

Following the meeting of the 
league council recently held in St. 
James Place. league officials have 


ij been burdened by almost unlimited 


clerical work and correspondence, 
now that the allied conference has 
asked the league labor buregu to 
undertake an investigation of con- 
ditions in Russia. 


League’s First Opporunity. 

The league's first opportunity, in- 
deed, willcomeinits Russian work, 
but after that the chief subject 
will be that of armaments. 

That is all important at the pres- 
ent moment. Because no nation 
knows what America may do, the 
race for armaments is already get- 


ting under way. Nearly’ every 
European country is compelled to 
not only maintain large armies, 
but to make military planse for the 


| future because none can count upon 


the success of the league. 

Taking up this problem in Rome. 
where the pope may have an op- 
portunity to use his great influ- 
ence—Sir Eric Drummond, secre- 
tary of the league, is a very de- 
vout Catholic—the league councii 
expects to be able to come tosome 
international agreement on arma- 
ments. 

So far,

league is planning and 
working for the things which 
brought it into being, but every- 
one in Europe realizes that the 
question of disarmament or of 
limiting armaments will be exceed- 
ingly difficult of discussion as long 
as the United States remains on the 
fence, as long as Europe reads al- 
most daily in press reports from 


the United Stdtes of her large army 


and “largest navy in the world.”- 
In its final analysis it igs 
America’s inconsistency which 
Europe cannot comprehend. For 
our politics we might be forgiven, 
but for professing belief and faith 
in peace and then practicing in- 
creased armaments, America 
arouses Europe’s suspicions. At 
this critical period, when America 
is still debating the league, it may 
inftrest the public to know that in 
Europe it is generally believed thai 
the two nations which today have 
the strongest faith in the league 
are England and Germany. Every- 
where I go I @m asked*what Ameri- 
ca will do. Everywhere govern- 
seem to be wait- 
ing on the United States. Our own 
nation seems to be the one brake 
on the wheels of progress. Ameri- 
ca seems to be holding everything 
back. It is not surprising to me 
that Europe should be inclined to 


'take a vacation until America acts, 


but the cost of this delay is stag-

Warsaw, March 9.—The soviet 
Sovernment at Moscow yesterday 
Sent a second wireless peace note 
to the Polish foreggn office. The 
communication, which is signed by 
George Tchitcherin, the bolshevik 
foreign minister, expresses a desire 
for peace not only with Poland, but 
with the other border states. 
_-The soviet government declares 
in the note that the previous pro- 
posals of the bolsheviki hold good 
and asks where and when the 
peace delegates of all the inter- 
ested countries may meét. 

Poland is asked to refrain from 
an offensive in the note, the soviet 
government explaining that its own 
operations on the Lithuanian and 
White Ruthenian fronts was in- 
spired by fear that the Poles in- 
tended to make a drive against the 
Ukrain.

“I read in the newspapers the in- 
credible piece of news that the 
commander of the royal troops in 
Julian Venetia prohibits the passage 
of the poor children of Fiume into 
the kingdom of Italy, while more 
than 7,000 Viennese children are to- 
day housed with tenderness under 
the Italian roofs. 

“I will not tolerate this infamy. 
I am preparing the roughest edged 
tool to brand it. Besides caring for 
Fiume’s famishing children on one 
of my ships I shall land them at 
Venice, ready to fire on whosoever 
dares to obstruct me in undertaking 
this legitimate reprisal. Yes, now 
commences war.” 

Several weeks ago more than 200 
Fiume children were takep to Milan. 
At that time, General Civiglia, for- 
mer ltalian minister of war, said 
he had opened the doors to children 
taken to Italy for humane reasons.

Washington, March 10.—Pleas of 
“little army” men to reduce mili- 
tary expenses were rejected today 
by the house, which approved peace- 
time establishment of 299,000 enlist- 
ed men and 17,280 officers, after re- 
jecting three proposals for a smaller 
force. The decision, though not 
final, was reached by a three to one 
vote, leading supporters of the 
army reorganization bill to believe 
that it virtually settled the peace- 
time program. 

In. addition to authorizing a reg- 
ular army 100,000 stronger than pro- 
| Vided by the national defense act of 
| 1916, the house also accepted a les- 
/son of the world war by adopting 
| the principle of permitting the 
| tactical organization of the army to 
| be prescribed by the president in- 
; Stead of by law. Likewise, it ap- 
| proved of making separate corps of 
| the air service, the chemical war- 
| fare service, and the finance depart- 
| ment, but refused to divorce the 
construction services from the quar- 
termaster department. 

Representative Dent, Alabama, 
ranking democratic mbmber of the 
military committee, opened the at- 
tack for a smaller army. His 
amendment to fix the maximum 
strength at 226,000 men and 14,200 
officers was defeated 79 to 25 and 
s00n after Representative Jones, 
democrat, Texas, sought to fix the 
force at 205,000 men but failed, 55 
to 22. Representative Harreld, re- 
publican, OKlahoma, renewed the 
attack, proposing to cut the army to 
150,000 men. He was beaten with- 
out a record vote,

for the year were shown by the 
different banks, the Atlanta Na- 
tional leading the list in this par- 
ticular. 

State Banks Increase. : 

In addition to the national banks, 
which. were alone subject to the 
comptroller’s call, leading state 
banks and trust companies report 
gratifying additions to business. 
Aggregate deposits of the tour na- 
tional banks, the Citizens and 
Southern and the Central Bank 
and Trust Corporation, totaled 
$133,814,042.73, as compared with 
$66,328,570.07 last year, an increase 
of $67,485,472.66. The report of the 
Citizens and Southern, which was 
not included in last year’s total, 
represented a consolidated return, 
however. ;

Washington, March 10.Admiral 
Sims gave the senate naval investi- 
gating committee today what he as- 
serted was indisputable evidence 
that the navy department fell down 
almost completely during the first 
six months of the war. 

Numerous messages sent by the 
admiral to the navy department dur- 
ing the early days of America’s par- 
ticipation in the conflict and other 
documents were offered as proof

C. B. Ames, special assistant to 
Attorney General Palmer, made the 
final oy mae for th egovernment 
today and L. C. Boyle, of shing- 
ton, former yp Pave ied general of 
Kansas, closed for the defense. 

The government contenden that 
the exchange of sales, stock and 
production reports and market com- 
ments among the subscribers to the 
plan should be stopped as a viola- 
tion of the Sherman anti-trust act, 
insisting that whatever may have 
been the intention of the individuals 
concerned, these statistics had had 
the effect of curtailing production 
and increasing prices. 

“©pen competition, said Mr.
